Monpay, 13th March, 1815. 

Whercas, It is well understood that 
when Savannah was threatened with an 
attack, and while ail good citizens were 
manfully preparing to repel it, others, 
who had fattened upon the soil in time of 
peace, which intime of war they were 
called upon to defend by every feeliog 
which could operate upon the human 
breast, forgetting that they were Ameri- 
cans, ignominiously fled fromthe im- 
pending danger to places of safety, 
thereby virtually renouncing their Amer- 
ican character, for America recognizes 
no cowards among her sons. 

And, whereas, the persons are now 
with their former impudence parading 
our streets, passing for what they are 
not, and wcll deserving the scorn of all 
good men. 

Be it resolved, That it is earnestly rec- 
ommended by this board to ail the good

New York to Witnessthe First Ap- 
pearance of Moody and Sankey. 


[N. H. Herald. } 


It has been understood for several days 
ast that negotiations were on foot with 
lessrs. Moody and Sankey which looked 
to the beginning of their proposed revi- 
valin this city instead of some of the 
smaller towns of the eastern states, 
where it was at one time believed 
they would begin their crusade. 
The first overturesto them were made 
to them by the Young Men’s Christian 
associat’on, and it was reported yester- 
day that terms had Leen agreed upon 
which would securethe appearance of 
the evangelists in this city about Nov. 1, 
next. 


The terms, as far as could be learned, 
were that the Young Men’s Christian 
Association had agreed to pay Messrs. 
Moody and Sankey asmall sum each as 
salary, and assume their persona’ ex- 
penses and all the expenses of rent, 
printing, advertising, etc., necessary to 
carry On a revival during the coming 
winter. The only method by which the 
Christian association was to be allowed 
to remunerate itself was by the sale of 
tracts and songs at a small percentage 
over the cost. 

It is reported that Commodore Van- 
derbilt, hearing cf the negotiations, of- 
fered the association a large, uninclosed 
tract in the upper part of the city frec of 
rent, but it was found after careful esti- 
mate that it would cost at least $40,000 
to build the prope buildings for the pur- 
ose desired, and that a suitable build- 
ing already erected could be rented fora 
smaller sum. 

The pre finally selected for the 
holding of the revival — was 
Gilmore’s pence. Sheridan Shook, 
proprietor of the Union Square theatre 
and of Gilmore’s garden, has lately se- 
cured the lease of this immense building 
for an indefinite period, and to him M. 
K. Jesup cf the Young Men’s Christian 
Association applied. 

An arrangement was finally reached 
yesterday afternoon after a long confer - 
ence, and the papers were signed. The 
terms of the lea-e could not be ascer 
tained. It is understood, however, that 
the officers of the association control the 
building for the winter months, and 
that they anticipate that the revival 
will continue through that period. 
Mr. Shook will continue to keep 
the place open as a summer garden 
during October or until it becomes 
necessary to close the building in order 
to make the needful changes from a gar- 
dentoachapel. The building will seat, 
as at present arranged, about 5,000 per- 
sons, and hold aot less than 8,000 when 
seats and standing room are filled.

Tne Vienna correspondent of the London 
Times, in alludiog to the relative streng'h 
of the Mahomuedans and Christians in 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, contribates the 
firet reliable data which have yet been fur- 
nished on the point. He shows that the 
church registers of the different Christian 
communities and the conscription rolls of 
the Mahommedan population, there are 
135,000 Catholics in Bosnta and 43,009 in 
Herzegovina, or 188,000 in all; three are 
460 000 belong to the Eastern church in 
Bospvia, and 75,000 in Herzegovina—that is, 
535,000 in all; whilethere are 330,000 Ma- 
hommedans in Bosnia and 60,000 in Herze- 
govina, or 390,000 in all. The Mahomme- 
dan population, therefore, is little less 
than four to eleven to the Christian popu- 
lation.

Tae object of this discouraging exhibit 
in the Builetin is to urge the merchants 
of New York to remove the heavy dis- 
advantages under which they labor: 
But that 1s just what they cap not do to 
any great extent. Gen. Auste)l’s story 
ia yesterday morning’s ConstitvTicN 
aloue shows the impossibility cf 
bringing expenxs down 
low in New York. Take the important 
item of rent, forinstance. The city debt 
alone is $137,000,0 »), andif it is not two 
hundred million ten years from now a 
radical change in her municipal affairs 
will have to supervene, But take it as 
it is, and then add the other expenses of 
the city and tbe resultis atax of nearly 
three. percent. upon the building in 
which the New York jobber does busi- 
ness. With such taxes to meet, and with 
the prices of lots such as they areand al- 
ways will be inthe best commercial 
quarters of the _ great city, 
how can the New York jobber 
expect any materia) reduction in the item 
of rent? And so with the other teme. 
The expenses of living in New York are 
higher than they are ia the ‘‘minor citics 
of the interior,” and this requires large 
salaries if a firm wishes to retain, as it 
must to succeed, keen and active sales” 
men and other employees. The current 
expenscs of New York’s jobbers are in- 
deed excessive, but they are due to a 
variety of circumstances over which its 
jobbers have little or no centrol. 

The Bulletin’s estimate of the costs of 
jobbing in such cities as Atlanta and 
Ricumond are very greatly overrated. A 
reduction of twenty per cent. should be 
made ip the items.o7 8 and 
other expenscs. In the country, bands 
go not average $1,800 by several hundred 
dollars. Ourlandlords do not demand 
such r:ntalsas the Bullktin’s est mate 
calls for. The rea] difference in profits 
is one filth greater than the Bulletin’s 
figures state it, 

W hat is the moral of this confession of 
the New York journal? It seems to b- 
that the country merchant, the retai:r, 
is shrewd and sensible ia preferring the 
country jobber, as he is confessedly do- 
ing. Not only can the country jobber 
afford to offer the best of terms, but the 
retailer can through him ren. w his stock 
every month, keeping it fresh, and taking 
advantage of every dowaward turn of 
the market. If he goes to New York for 
his goods he buys a supply that must last 
six months, no.matter what the changes 
of fashion are or. what depreceation may 
occur in goods. The Bulletin is right 
when it says that the natural laws which 
have caused business to take this drift 
will also serve to increase its magnitude. 
The dry goods jobbing trade of Atlanta 
has grand possibilities before it that 
will assuredly be _ realized. Our 
merchants are full of enterprise and they 
now command plenty of capital. No 
unnecessary Outside middlemen should 
make profits from the trade of Georgia. 
Our own merchants are amply equipped 
for all the demands of the southern trade, 
and we expect to see them managing it. 
before another decade is finished.

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~FHue commissioner of internal revenue 
is making a vigorous raid through his 
collectors throughout the country agairst 
those who do not brand cigar boxes in 
the proper manner.

hire, by means of wagons, one trucks, 
carts, omnibuses or carriages of any de- 
scription, or of letting carriages and oth- 
er vehicler for hire, shall pay a tax 
according to the number and 
character of the vehicles 
employed in such business,” ((o-wit) spec: 
ifying the tax to be paid. By the same 
ordinance it is provided ‘‘that every 
owner or owners, lessee or lessees, of a 
public stable, shall pay a tax of one hun- 
dred dollars.” The question made by 
the complainants is, that buing taxed one 
hundred dollars on their business as the 
owners and keepers of a public stable 
in the city, it is a partof their legitimate 
business, and incident thereto, as the 
owners and keepers of a pub 
lic / stable, to engage in 
g passengers and baggage in om- 
nibusses or carriages for hire, without 
paying any additional tax bsides the 
one huncred dollars. On the hearing of 
the motion for an ipjunction, and alter 
consideriug the bill, the defendant's 
answer, and the several affidavits read at 
the hearing, the presiding judge, granted 
the injunction; whereupon, the defen- 
dant excepted. If it was a part of the 
legitimate business of the complainants 
and incident thereto as the owners and 
keepers of a public stable in the city, to 
engage in the carryng of passengers and 
baggage in omnibusses or carriages for 
hire. then they were not liableto be 
twice taxed on (hat business, Whether the 
engaging in carrying passengers and bag- 
gage in cmnibusses or carriages for hire, 
was a part of the legitimate business afd 
incident thereto of the complainants as 
the owners and keepers of a public stable 
in the city, isa question of fact to be 
decided on the final hearing of the cause 
under the evidence. The evidence before 
the judge, on the hearing of the motion 
for the injunction, was decidedly in favor 
of the complainants, in relation to tbis 
point in the case. It was insisted, on 
the argument here, that the injunction 
should not have been granted, because 
there was no equity in the complainants’ 
bill, they having an adequate remedy at 
common law by an affidavit of illegality. 
The defendant did not demur to the bill 
for want of equity, but filed its answer 
thereto; besides, no execution or distress 
warrant for the tax claimed had been 
levied on the property of the complain- 
ants. If such had been the cass, we will 
not say tbat an affidavit of illegality 
would not have becn the proper remedy. 
In Vanover et al. vs. Tue Justices, etc., 
27th Ga. Rep., 354, it was held that the 
act of 1804, prohibiting judicial interfer- 
ence with the levy and collection of 
taxes imposed by thut act, did not extend 
to corporation taxce. In this case there 
are several complainants asserting the 
same rizht against the defendant, and 
one decision will prevent a multiplicity 
of suits) In view of the evidence Geofeas 
the presiding judge, as contained in the 
record, we wiil not contro] the exercise 
of his discretion in granting the injunc- 
tion prayed for.

This was an action of ejectment brought 
by the plaintiffs against the defendant 
tv recuvir the po-se:siou of lot of land 
number 210, in the 27ih distret of 
Sumter county. On the trial of the case, 
ihe jury, under the charge of the ceurt, 
found a verdict for the defendant. A 
motion was made by the plaintiffs for 
a pew trial onthe several grounds get 
forth therein, which was overruled b 
ths court, and the plaintiffs cscepte 
The plaintiff’s claim title to the land in 
dispute under a deed made by Wright 
Brady, dat: d 26th of January, 1860, by 
which, the grantor conveye:d the lot of 
land to Mary Jane Brady, the wife of 
Martin J. Brady, for her sule and separ- 
ate use, and for the use of her children 
born, and to be born, to haveand to hold 
the same for the u:es ufores sid. Sometime 
in the year 1863, probably in October, 
the exact date does not appear, Mary 
Jane Brady and her husband, petitioned 
the judge of the superior court to ap- 
point the said Martin J. Brady, the hus- 
band of said Mary Jane, trustee 
for herself and children, and also pray- 
ed for an order to sell said Jand, and in- 
vest the proceeds th:reof in more pro- 
ductive property, for the benefit of the 
said Mary Jane und her children. On 
hearing and considering the application, 
the Judge appointed Martin J. Brady 
trustee for his wife Mary Jane and her 
children, naming them, upon his giving 
bond and security in the sum of four 
thousand dollars, faithfully to ac- 
count to his cstui que trusts for the 
product of said sale and the vesting the 
same in any other property for their ben- 
efit, and that he make a proper return of 
his actings and doings in the premises, 
to the next term of Sumpter superior 
court. The bond and security was given 
by the trustee in pursuance of the order, 
and leave was granted by the order of 
the judge to the trustee, to sell the land 
as prayed fo1, and for the purpose as 
therein specified, and to make a deed of 
conveyance to said lot of land as trustee, 
to the purchaser thereof. The order is 
silent as te whether the trustee should 
sell the land at public or private sale. 


It appears from the evidence in the re- 
cord, that the trustee sold the land to the 
defendant Richardson at private sale for 
the consideration of $6,000, and on the 
26th of December, 1863, made him a 
deed thereto, as trustee, reciting therein 
that it was made in pursuance of the 
aforesaid order of the Judge of the su- 
perior court. 

Richardson went into possession of 
the land under that purchase and deed, 
and continued in possession thereof, 
either by himself or tenants, up to the 
commencement of the plaintiffs’ action, 
on the 4th of September, 1872. The de- 
fendant set up, in his plea a title by pre- 
scription under his seven years’ a 
sion under color of paper title, and claim 
of right, by yirtue of his purchase from 
the trustee of the plaintifts, as before 
recited. The deed from Wright Brady 
to Mary Jane Brady, created a trust es- 
tate for her sole and separate use, and 
for the use of her children, then born, 
and to be born, in the land conveyed by 
it. No formal words are nec to 
create a trust estate.—Code 2305. When 
Martin J. Brady was appointed trustee 
by the judge for his wife and children, 
the lezal title tothe lot of land was in him 
for *the uses declared inthe deed of 
Wright Brady, that is tosay, the legal 
title to the land was in the trustee so 
appointed, in order to enable him to pro- 
tect it for the sole and separate usc of the 
said Mary Jane, and forthe use of ber 
children then born and to be born. The 
trust was not executed, at® Icast until all 
probability of the birth of any more chil- 
dren of Mary Jane by Martin J. Brady 
had become extinct. Inrelation to that 
point in the case, the evidence in the 
record is silent. It is insisted, 
that the case of Loyless vs, 
Blackshear, 43d Ga Rep., 327, is like 
this case, and should control it. That 
was a case for the partition of land. The 
deed in that case from Walker to Patrick 
Mills, trustee, conveyed the land to Mar- 
tha Mills and her children in fee simple as 
tenants in common; there was no use, or 
trust, created by that deed for the bene- 
fit of Mrs. Mills or her children; the 
legal title to the land vested in them under 
that deed asa fee s:mple ae, ae was 
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of title fraudulent within the sense 
and meaning of the statute. ‘The fraud- 
title contem + fees statute is

and that if the trustee sold under an 
order of court to defendant for a valua- 


years before this suit, plaintiffs cannot 
recover. Whilst the lav applicable to 
the facts of the case in rela- 
lation to the defendant's prescriptive 
title, was not as fully and clearly stated 
in the charge of the court as it might Lave 
been, yet ft was substantially correct, in 
view of the evidence in the record, The 
legal title to the land in dispute being in 
the trustee, he could have instituted suit 
for the recovery of the possession of it, 
and if he failed to do sv until his right 
of action was barred by the statutc, bis 
cestui qui trusts the plaintiff’, were 
also barred.

dered to the sheriif, and which he had 
refused to accept, (a copy of which affi- 
davit of illegatity is attached to the 
petition), «r that the sheriff appear at 
the next term of Sumter superior court, 
and show ciuse why he should not so 
do, and in the meantime that he desist 
and forbear to se)l the property so levied 
op until the further order of the court. 
The presiding judge of said court, at 
chambers, granted the following order: 
“It is ordered that the respondent accept 
the affidavit of illegality, or show cause 
at the next term of Sumter superior 
court, why the mandamus should not be 
made absolute, and until the hearing, he 
is ordered to suspend the sale of the 
property levied on, on the fi. fa. men. 
tioned in the aflidavit of illegality.” 
The bill of exceptions recites that by 
consent o* counsel, onthe 3d day of 
July, 1875, at chambers, the application 
for the madamus nisi as prayed for, was 
heard before the presiding judge, all no~- 
tice being waived, when a demurrer to 
the mandamus (meaning, We suppose, to 
the applicat on for mandamus), and objec- 
tions to granting the irjunction, were 
heard; and, afier hearing argument, the 
judge granted the before-recited order, 
which isca!led in the bill of exceptions 
an injunction; whereupon the sheriff ex- 
cepted.

the judge might well have overruled the 
defendant’s demurrer to the epplication, 
on the ground that he had no power or 
authority to hear and decide it under the 
law, atchambers. A judge of the supe- 
rior court cannot exercise any power out 
of term time, excegtthe authority is ex- 
pressly granted, Code 249. It is assumed 
in the bill of exceptions, and was urged 
on the argument, that the order of tre 
udge as it appears in the record grant- 
ing the mardamus visi, was an injunc 
tion, and therefore, could be brought to 
this court on writ of error as an injunc: 
tion granted in an equity cause, under 
the provisions of the Act of 1870. The 
reply is, that the application for the writ 
of mandamus was a common law pro- 
ceeding, and no injunction was prayed 
for, and no ipjunctim was granted by 
the judge. The prayer of the petitioner 
was, that the sheriff might desist, and 
forbear 1o sell the property levicd on 
until the further order of 
the court. The legal effect of the 
prayer of the petitioner was fora super- 
sedeas until the mandamus nisi could be 
heard and determined, and such is the 
legal effect of the order of the judge. 
The order of the judge merely suspends 
the sale, and is nothing more than a 
supersedeas of the sale of the property by 
the sheriff until the mandamus nis 
granted by him could be heard and de- 
cided by the superior court as provided 
by law. The judge had the power and 
authority under the law to grant the 
zupersedeas as he did, if in his judgment, 
the ends of justice required it.—Code 
247. This being a proceeding on the 
common law side of the court, and no 
juagment having been rendered in the 
case by the court below, which this court 
can review, the writ of error is dis- 
missed as having been przmaturely 
brought to this court.
